Dallas on Threshold of “Billion Dollar Market” Title 


THOUSAND million dol- 
lars has a tendency to 
overwhelm the imagina- 
tion—in spite of the fact 
that billions are today 
but the playthings of 
ambitious governments. Cities, how- 
ever, are still striving to be known 
as billion dollar markets, a goal as 
yet reached by few. Dallas seeks to 
join this choice society by New 
Year’s Day. 

The residents of this city have 
watched with satisfaction the yearly 
forward push of the wholesale mar- 
ket. Their very intimacy with the 
jobbing bus:ness at times prevents 
them from realizing the importance 
of this asset in the development of 
Dallas, an asset which forms the 
foundation for the present greatness 
of the city. 

Over the limitless stretches of its 
trade territory vast herds of cattle 
roamed but a few years ago, where 
today busy towns and cities supply 
a population equal to that of the 
whole United States three genera- 
tions ago. 

The development of this section has 
been called a commercial miracle and 
the need for a great central market 
place was what gave birth to the op- 
portunity that is Dallas. 

The city has worked stoutly to 
make itself, yet Dallas would not be 
what it is today were it not for the 
strengthening vigor of the South- 
west. 





A Constant Growth 


IFTEEN years ago the city 
fathers rubbed their hands with 
glee when the statisticians reported 


that Dallas had distributed in one 
year $125,000,000 worth of merchan- 
dise. They were aware of the rum- 
blings of the awakening Southwest. 

From the start the men behind the 
wholesale market strove to serve the 
economic needs of their trade terri- 
tory and the subsequent growth was 
the result of the good will, the confi- 
dence and the co-operation of the 
people of the Southwest. By 1917 
the wholesale business had more than 
doubled in value; in 1920 it was five 
times as great and in 1924 it reached 
a record volume of $787,500,000. Dal- 
las hopes to write $1,090,000,000 on 
this year’s ledger.

The new era of merchandising that 
is rapidly coming into effect today is 
characterized by a radical change in 
policy. The nearby Dallas market, a 
dependable source of supply, allows 
Southwestern retailers to carry 
smaller but better assorted stocks. 
[his makes a large capital invest- 
ment unnecessary and is a more sound 
and safe method of conducting busi- 
ness. As Dallas is the recognized 
financial reserve of this territory, so 
is it becoming the merchandise re- 
serve center, a vast storehouse drawn 
upon at will. 

This, in brief, is the story of the 
wholesale market, a market made up 
of more than seven hundred concerns, 
employing 4,000 traveling salesmen 
and doing business in five States, with 
many selling their merchandise to 
world markets. Today wholesaling is 
supreme, accounting for a greater per- 
centage of the total business volume 
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of Dallas than manufacturing, export- 
ing and retailing combined. 


The figures given on page 10 on in- 
dividual lines apply for 1924 when 
Dallas distributed $787,500,000 worth 
of products. 


For Economical Transportation 


UTOMOBILES and related lines 
A account for $250,900,000 of the 
total wholesale volume, being the 
leaders of Dallas distribution from a 
monetary standpoint. This city dis- 
tributes more standard makes of auto- 
mobiles than any other Southern city. 
Dallas distributes three-fourths of 
the tires used in Texas and as there 
are more than eight hundred thousand 
ears burning up rubber on the roads 
of the Lone Star State, this single 
item brings to Dallas in excess of 
$30,000,000 a year. Dallasites spend 
another $20,000,000 yearly with local 
dealers for new and secondhand ears. 
These items are insignificant com- 
pared to the enormous volume of au- 
tomobiles distributed from the branch 
plants located here. A _ convenient 
way for any automobile owner, who is 
statistically inclined, to get an idea 
of the spare parts business of the 
Dallas trade territory is to multiply 
the amount he yearly spends for these 
parts by 1,491,598, the number of 
cars in the Southwest. Gasoline and 
oil are important items, as any thirsty 
gas tank or hungry crankcase will 
prove beyond a doubt. Accessories 
are another line that bolster up the 
total for the city. 


There are more than twice as many 
automobiles in the Dallas trade ter- 
ritory as in Canada or the United 
Kingdom, and, if these countries are 
left out of consideration, the South- 
west would have as many cars as the 
rest of the world put together. 


It is no wonder then that a con- 
stantly rising stream of gold pours 
into the bank accounts of the local 
automobile industry. Every new car 
that is sold in this section means 
more bumpers, spark plugs and inner 
tube orders for Dallas. 


A Mountain of Dry Goods 
RY- GOODS, millinery and cloth- 
D ing bring $125,500,000 yearly 
to Dallas and so great has this busi- 
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ness become that Dallas is now the 
fifth largest general dry goods market 
in the United States. Only New 
York, Chicago, St. Louis and Phila- 
delphia sell more in this line than 
Dallas. 

In recent years Dallas has devel- 
oped into an important ready-to-wear 
market, establishing a style center, a 
court of fashion, where the buyer of 
the most refined and d'scriminating 
tastes can find the garments, the 
style-creations, suited to the wishes 
of Southwestern womanhood. 


The wholesale millinery market 
ranks with the larger markets of the 
country and complete and_ stylish 
stocks are carried here at all times. 


The shoe houses of the city are 
preaching the gospel of fewer styles 
and more sizes and each month wit- 
nesses a larger number of retailers 
carrying their reserve stock in this 
market, where instant service allows 
them to keep a constantly ready stock 
of the latest shoes. 


Although the needs of woman are 
fully taken care of in the local mar- 
ket, man has not been forgotten. The 
houses in Dallas selling men’s cloth- 
ing carry complete stocks, including 
every item of apparel from shoe 
strings to hat crowns. 


Dallas—The Builder 


HETHER it be lumber for the 

humble farm houses of the 
western plains or high-speed eleva- 
ters for the tower’ng skyscrapers of 
Southwestern cities, Dallas can, and 
does, supply their needs. 

The building material and supply 
dealers in Dallas distributed $101,- 
350,000 worth of goods in 1924, 
making this city the largest market 
in the Southwest in this I ne. 


An A to Z Market 


ALLASITES know that thzir 
D city manufactures or distributes 
one-half of the cotton gins of the 
world, and that it is the largest sad- 
dlery and harness market in the 
United States. It also is one of the 
first three agricultural implement dis- 
tributing points and a rapidly expand- 
ing furniture market. 

Dallas can safely say to anyone, 
anywhere, “Tell us what you want, 
we have it.” It is not an empty 
boast, for the Dallas market is so 
well-rounded, its position as a dis- 
tributing center so well known, that 
there is hardly a line of merchandise 
without Dallas representation. 

To start a drug store at Amarillo 
or a stationery house in Natchez, the 
merchant needs only a site. Dallas 
can supply the building, make the fix- 
tures and stock the shelves.

A Golf Bug’s Paradise 


ALLAS challenges any city of its 

size to show a like number of 
golf courses. Five years ago, Dallas 
had only three courses. It now boasts 
sixteen, with a total of 216 holes to 
challenge your skill. About half of 
these now have grass greens and 
others are to install grass greens in 
the near future. All of these courses 
are open to the general public upon 
payment of a green fee of 50c for 
18 holes, with the exception of those 
at the country clubs and S. M. U. 


Nearly twice as many people are 
playing golf in Dallas now as there 
were a year ago, if the figures of 
three of the municipal courses may 
be taken as a basis. During June, 
1924, there were 6,016 players on 
three municipal courses, according to 
Park Director W. F. Jacoby. During 
June of this year the number of 
players on the same courses had in- 
creased to 11,160. 

The fame of Dallas’ golf courses is 
spreading far, and many people from 
other towns spend week-ends here to 
take advantage of the local links.

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Dallas Underwrites $20,000 


Air Mail Guarantee 


PLEDGE has been given Na- 

tional Air Transport, Inc., of 
Chicago, by the Dallas Chamber of 
Commerce that an average of 100 
pounds of mail daily for the first six 
months of service and free use of 
landing field and hangar facilities for 
the same period will be furnished 
them by Dallas if this city is made 
the terminus of the Chicago-Dallas 
air mail route by the company. 
Through the efforts of President T. 
M. Cullum and the Directors, the 
pledge of the Chamber as to the 
amount of air mail was underwritten 
by a large number of leading local 
business concerns. 

National Air Transport, Inc., is a 
concern capitalized at $10,900,000 for 
the purpose of bidding on several air 
mail routes, as outlined by the Fed- 
eral Post Office Department. Its 
president is Howard E. Coffin, of De- 
troit, automobile manufacturer, and 
its general manager is Col. Paul Hen- 
derson, who resigned as Second As- 
sistant Postmaster General to accept 
the position. The plans of the com- 
pany were outlined to a mass meeting 
of Chamber members here last month 
by Luther K. Bell, traffic manager, 
accompanied by Donald Bartlett, en- 
gineer of the company. The gather- 
ing by formal vote petitioned the Di- 
rectors of the Chamber to effect the 
guarantee as suggested. 

Air mail from over Texas would be 
concentrated over night by trains at 
Dallas, as planned, and the ship would 
leave Dallas about 8 o’clock on the 
morning of each flying day, arriving 
in Chicago shortly after 7 p. m. After 
a delay of only a few minutes, con- 
nections would be made with the 
Chicago-New York air mail planes, 
giving Dallas around 24-hour air mail 
service to New York. Other connec- 
tions would be made out of New York. 
The rate on air mail to Chicago from 
Dallas is $1.60 a pound. If the Gov- 
ernment accepts on September 15th 
the bid of the company on the Chi- 
cago-Dallas route, it might be several 
months before service would actually 
start, as special equipment would 
have to be secured and other details 
worked out. President B. B. Owen, 
of the Dallas Flying Club, Postmaster 
John W. Philp and the City Commis- 
sion, together with the Chamber of 
Commerce, have co-operated closely 
in efforts to secure direct air mail 
facilities for Dallas.

AUTOMOBILES 
More standard makes of automobiles 
and accessories are sold and distributed 
from Dallas than from any other city in 
the entire South. Sales in 1924 reached 
$250,000,000. This includes automobiles, 
parts, accessories, tires, gasoline and oil. 
AGRICULTURAL IMPLEMENTS 
Dallas ranks among the first three 
distributing centers of these lines in 
America. Six Dallas houses’ carry 
implements and nine others stock both 
implements and tractors. 
BUILDING MATERIALS 
Dallas leads the Southwest in the dis- 
tribution of brick, lumber, paint, glass, 
cement, plumbing supplies, contractor’s 
supplies, sheet metal, sand and gravel, 
elevators, electrical material, builders’ 
hardware and roofing. Sales in 1924 
reached $101,350,000. 
CONFECTIONERS’ SUPPLIES 
Dallas has the largest candy factory 
in the Southwest and the largest crackcr 
and cake factory in the South. The 
business in this line, with the output of 
local bakeries and supply houses, is con- 
servatively placed at $8,375,000. 
CIGARS AND TOBACCO 
Dallas alone consumes more than five 
million dollars’ worth of tobacco a year. 
The wholesale business is placed at $4,- 
509,C00, but does not include sales of 
any but exclusive tobacco’ dealers. 
Wholesale drug and grocery concerns 
also handle a large amount of this busi- 
ness. 
HARDWARE AND HEAVY 
MACHINERY 
Three large institutions deal  ex- 
clusively in heavy and building hardware 
and heavy machinery. The total for 
this line is $18,000,000. This includes 
oil field equipment that is jobbed from 
here. 
COTTONSEED PRODUCTS 
Dallas is the largest distributor of 
cottonseed products in the world, the 
business reaching a volume of $35,850,- 
000 during 1924. 
DRY GOODS 
Dallas is the fifth largest dry goods 
distributing center in the United States. 
The distribution of dry goods, millinery, 
ready-to-wear and clothing totals $126,- 
500,000. 
DRUGS AND SUNDRIES 
Five large drug houses are equipped 
to serve the needs of the Southwestern 
trade. More than 6,000 druggists 
patronized this market in 1924 and the 
sales volume ran $7,300,000. 
FURNITURE 
No line has shown such a rapid in- 
crease as this. Five years ago the yearly 
business totalled only $3,150,000, while 
in 1924 it reached $7,500,000. Dealers 
predict that the 1925 total will be more

Fifteen years ago, virtually all goods 
of this character came from the North 
and East, but now fifteen Dallas houses 
carry enormous stocks, and this market 
is second to none in the Southwest. The 
1924 business in jewelry and optical 
goods is placed at $5,000,000. 


MOVING PICTURE FILMS 
Practically all national distributors of 
films maintain Southwestern head- 
quarters in Dallas. There are 26 film 
exchanges, doing a yearly business of 
$13,000,000. 


MUSICAL GOODS 
It is claimed that there is no city in 
the South equal to Dallas as a distributor 
cf musical goods and supplies. Last year 
witnessed a record volume of $12,500,- 
COC. 


PAPER AND OFFICE SUPPLIES 

This classification includes office sup- 
plies, paper, typewriters, office equip- 
ment, safes and the like. Dallas is the 
largest and oldest paper market in the 
Southwest. Newsprint, envelopes and 
fine paper are important items in this 
line. Dallas is headquarters for nation- 
ally known office devices and the home 
of the largest envelope factory in the 
Southwest. The business in these lines 
totalled $15,425,000. This includes paper 
bags, wrapping paper and roofing paper 
sold by paper concerns here. 


ENGRAVING AND PRINTING 
SUPPLIES 


The engraving, electrotype and ready- 
print business amounted to $275,000 in 
1924, while the sale of printing presses 
and printers’ supplies brought $1,000,000 
to this city. 

SADDLERY 

Dallas is the largest distributing and 
manufacturing point in the United 
States for saddlery and harness. The 
distribution of the local factories and 
dealers in shoe findings is estimated at 
$12,500,000. 


SPORTING GOODS 

The estimate is made that $5,200,000 
worth of sporting goods, motorcycles 
and bicycles are jobbed by Dallas an- 
nually, about $4,000,000 of this being 
handled by exclusive dealers in this line. 
It is claimed that Dallas distributes

Sr. Alfredo-Banos Contreras, Con- 
sul of Mexico, reports that his coun- 
try was the leading silver producing 
country in the world in 1924; second 
in the production of lead and fourth 
in the production of gold and cop- 
per. Mexican mines produced 6,214,- 
118 pounds of silver, 637,877 troy 
ounces of gold; 342,584,752 pounds of 
lead; 117,417,480 pounds of copper; 
98,452 pounds of mercury; 41,819 me- 
tric tons of zinc ores; 5,489 metric 
tons of high grade amorphous graph- 
ite; 2,246 tons of manganese ores; 
1,261,541 tons of coal; 21,210 tons of 
pig iron; 1,402 tons of arsenic and 
important amounts of various other 
minerals. Mexico is second only to 
the United States in the production 
of petroleum, producing 139,497,476 
barrels in 1924.

There are many kinds of goats— 
the Nubian, the Cashmere, the Tog- 
genburg, the common, everyday your 
goat and my goat. But this talk will 
only treat of the Angora, the goat 
that brings home the chevon for 
Texas. 


The Angora goat did not land with 

the Pilgrim Fathers. It was not un- 
til 1849 that it first tasted the joys 
of American liberty. In spite of this 
it is the hoary-headed patriarch of 
the goat clan. It is related that once 
upon a time Abraham was instructed 
to offer up his son Isaac as an 
evidence of faith. The altar had been 
prepared. The fire laid. 
Isaac had been made ready 
for the sacrifice. When, lo, 
a voice spoke, saying: “Thy 
faith is evident, other offer- 
ings are available.” At 
once a kid bleated in the 
bush. And so it came to 
pass that the Angora kid, 
for such it was, played 
substitute for Isaac. It has 
been a goat ever since. 

After the Civil War, An- 
gora goats began to gambol 
increas ngly on the western 
plains of Texas. The early 
settlers soon learned that 
they were most useful ani- 
mals. Provenders of meat 
and cleaners of waste lands 
were two of the titles that 
placed them permanently 
on the Texas livestock pay- 
rolls.

What The Angora Looks Like 

This goat is important enough to 
merit a knowledge of his looks. It 
is not a large animal, weighing gen- 
erally from 60 to 100 pounds, al- 
though many may be found in the 
United States that weigh as much as 
140 pounds. The fleece is pure white, 
growing to an annual length of 10 
inches and reaching as far down as 
the knees. 

The lower grades are slaughtered 
for meat. The meat does not have 
the usual strong goat taste, and it 
can hardly be distinguished from mut- 
ton. 

The better breeds are kept for the 
mohair which they produce. They 
are not good milkers, as the quantity 
cannot be depended upon. 

As a clearer of waste land, the 
Angora goats are supreme. They are 
much used for this purpose, since 


bark and twigs of trees. They seem 
to thrive on this fare better than 
when kept in choice and luscious pas- 
tures. 
Mohair 

The fleece of the Angora goat is 
called mohair. It is different from 
wool in having no exterior scales and 
not possessing the felting quality. 
Mohair, although a trifle coarser 
than fine wool, is longer and much 
stronger. 


The mohair lies over a short coat 
of hair known as kemp, which is hard 
and white. The kemp attains a 
length of 4 inches, maximum, and is 
very objectionable, as it is coarse 
and will not take the dyes used with 
mohair. In the finer grades of mo- 
hair the kemp is entirely removed. 

Mohair is used for many purposes. 
Its durability is remarkable, and it 
keeps its luster under the broiling 

sun of Southern Texas and 
the biting cold of Northern 
Canada. Wind, rain or 
storm cannot dull it. More- 
over, it has an affinity for 
dyes so strong that no 
amount of washing w.ll af- 
fect it. 

It is used extensively in 
the manufacture of plush 
and practically all the rail- 
road plush of the world is 
made from it. It enters in- 
to brilliantine, zibeline and 
cepron dress materials. The 
old alpaca coats, called mo- 
hair, are well known to 
every male buyer of sum- 
mer clothes. 

At present, there are 
three countries producing 
large quantities of mohair. 
They are, in the order of 
their- importance, South 
Africa, Turkey, and the 





more secure tkecause of 

other services which they 

render to their State. From 

mohair suits for southern summers 
to fine upholstery for Pullman cars, 
the hoof of the goat is seen. 


Last year the Angoras of Texas 
gave their masters seven million 
pounds of mohair and four and a half 
million silver dollars tinkled musi- 
cally in their raisers’ bank accounts. 

This important industry centers in 
San Angelo, which is at once the 
largest inland wool market in the 
world and the largest mohair market 
in America. Here the buyers from 
eastern markets come to help the 
dollars roll toward Texas. 

All the goats of Texas are not An- 
goras. Strong efforts are being made 
to introduce the Nubian and Toggen- 
burg breeds, which produce no mo- 
hair but which are valuable as milk- 
ers. But 1,170,000 of the 1,800,000 
goats of Texas can trace their an- 
cestry back to Asia Minor, the home 
of Adam and Eve Angora.

In this country, Texas not 

only owns more than fifty 

per cent of the goats, but also pro- 

duces in excess of half the mohair. 

This is shipped to the factories in 
other sections of the country. 

Texas—where there is a goat for 
every man—has not a single factory 
for the manufacture of mohair. Texas 
pays to take its mohair away and 
pays again to bring it back. 

Let all hope that in the forward 
press of Texas industry, some one, 
some place, will erect a line of smoke- 
stacks to do honor to the goat.

The Dallas Community Council, 
organized by the Chamber of Com- 
merce and other interested agencies, 
wiil complete soon another year of 
its work. An audit of its books for 
its first year of activities was made 
by a firm of certified public account- 
ants, which showed that the cost of 
raising the funds amounted to 4.41% 
and administration and ‘office in- 
cident t« the operation of the 
Community Chest amounted to 3.25% 
This was a total of 7.66%, as com- 
pared with the 15% to 40% that it 
cost the individual agencies to raise 


their annual fund before combining 
in the Community Chest. 
In the last campaign thirty thousand 
citizens of Dallas subscribed to the 
support of 30 charitable, educational, 
civic and philanthropic agencies that 
receive their support in full or in 
part from the Community Chest. The 
following figures of work accom- 
plished for the past year tell a part 
of the story of what each dollar did:

— eral Contractors of 
America will hold a three-day Board 
meeting in Dallas, October 5, 6 and 
7, followed by a one-day meeting of 
Association Secretaries on October 8. 


The meeting will be headquartered 
at the Adolphus Hotel and Dallas 
Chapter, Associated General Contrac- 
-tors of America, are hosts, having 
secured the meeting in competition 
with Spokane, Minneapolis, Atlanta, 
Nashville and Denver. 


Dallas was granted the meeting 
largely on the showing made by Dal- 
las Chapter during its two years of 
existence and the fact that Texas 
Branch, A. G. C., has made the best 
growth of any unit within the As- 
sociation during the past two years.

6th, to which the leading business 
and professional men of Dallas will 
ke invited to hear the pertinent facts 
cf the construction industry and the 
progress of the Associated General 
Contractors of America in solving 
the problems that confront construc- 
tion. 


Arrangements are being made to 
have some of the A. G. C. leaders, 
men of national prominence in the 
censtruction industry, address the va- 
rious noonday luncheon clubs during 
the week of the meeting. 


The Associated General Contractors 
of America was organized as an out- 
growth of Herbert Hoover’s Unem- 
ployment Conference, held shortly 
after the close of the World War. By 
reason of the construction industry 
being the second industry—-secoud 
only to agriculture—it was shown that 
the solution of the unemployment 
problem lay largely in organization 
of the construction industry. Crgan- 
ization was also needed in order to 
meet the construction necessities of 
national defense in event we are 
again forced into hostilities.

by day labor methods and vocational 
training—building trades, particularly 
as to plan of operation proposed for 
Dallas Vocational School.
